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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 
The after final amendment filed 4/18/2005 is entered. Claims 1-2 are amended, and 
claims 3 and 8 cancelled. Claims 1-2 and 4-7 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-2 and 4-7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-2, there is not taught or disclosed in the prior art a laser oscillator 
employing a discharge to excite a laser and generate a beam, said laser oscillator included in a 
box, where an optical catalyst layer is formed on the inner wall of the box (or on a plate on the 
inner wall) in a location where uv rays from the discharge are exposed, the catalyst absorbing the 
uv rays. See also response to arguments below. 

Regarding claims 4-7, reasons for allowance were given in the action mailed 12/17/2004. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 4/18/2005 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Particularly, it is persuasive that Prein does not disclose or suggest the newly added limitations. 
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While Prein's element functions as a catalyst, speeding up certain gas chemical reactions in the 
box, there is no suggestion that it also absorbs uv rays. 

Note that it is understood by the examiner that the claimed catalyst not only absorbs uv 
rays, but indeed also acts as a catalyst (since that is how the element is named). That is, the 
optical catalyst layer must not only absorb uv rays, but additionally will speed up a chemical 
reaction, as that is the general definition of a catalyst.
